Work Togetk er For Prosperity

As a direct result of the partial crop fallu-e experienced by the three 
yra'r'e provinces last year, and the disastrous "break” in the stock markets 
which, although long predicted as Inevitable, nevertheless caught thousands 
of people unawares and resulted In enormous losses to many, there developed 
a feeling of depression and uneasiness throughout Canada and the United 
States. 

doming In a year, during the first nine or ten months of which employ¬ 
ment in Canada reached a h’gher peak than ever before in the history of 
the Dominion, with greater industrial activity, more development work done, 
and larger building programmes carried out, the country witnessed the 
paradox of a greater degree of unemployment when winter set in. Although 
seasonal, and therefore temporary in character, this situation added to the 
prevailing depression. 

Finally, the world’s wheat situation became the cause of deep anxiety 
and concern in Canada because of the fact that this Dominion is now the 
chief exporter of wheat among the countres of the world. Canada was not 
the only oountry wh'ch produced an abnormally large wheat crop in 1928, 
and when the Argentine crop was thrown on the market,—it has to be 
marketed and sold as soon as it is harvested,—a condition existed which 
necessitated either the holding of the Canadian crop, or sell ng it in competi¬ 
tion with the Argentine at a price which would have yielded less than the 
actual cost of production. Wisely, the Wheat Pool and other Canadian 
exporters, supported by the banks, withheld their wheat from export unless, 
and unt'l, a fair price was obtainable .As a result transportation interests 
auffered for the time being, export trade declined, and some uneasiness devel¬ 
oped because of the unprecedented situation. 

For a time the croakers, pessimists and preachers of blue ruin had 
their innings. And the more they talked, and bemoaned, the larger became 
the number of people inclined to shake the’r heads. Nevertheless, the 
economics of the situation were substantially sound. It was largely a “state 
«f mind,” a mental depression which afllicted many people. 

If any one is inclined to challenge this statement, let him examine the 
situation more closely. 

For example, the first day’s showing of the new 1930 model by a well 
known manufacturer of automobiles in Canada and the United States 
brought in $20,000,000 in orders. 

Despite the degree of unemployment exist ng in Canada, it is less than 
in any other country, and the actual number of those employed is greater 
than in any previous year. 

The Canadian National Railways have placed, or shortly will place, 
orders for new equipment and embark on a programme of extensions, in¬ 
volving larger expenditures than in past years. 

The C.P.R. has just announced a programme of extensions, bette-ments 
■and purchase of new equipment for 1930 involving the expenditure of 
$50,000,000. 

All Western Governments are planning highway ■ construction pro¬ 
grammes in excess of anything attempted in any one year in the past. I 

Building programmes in the larger cities are in course of preparation 
which w 11 equal, if not surpass, the high records of 1929, which out¬ 
distanced all former years. 

There has not been a bank failure in Canada, all our large insurance 
*nd financial companies are sound, all our large industrial concerns are busy 
And prosperous, our mineral production increases in volume and value every 
year, the peace of the world never appeared more assured than at pressent. 

Then what is there to worry about? Nothing. All the people have to 
do is to throw off their mental depression, and the fog will be lifted and 
■dissipated. 

Governments and Big Business are doing their shiye not only to keep 
the country busy and prosperous, but to speed up business and increase pros¬ 
perity. It remains for the individual man and woman to do 1 kewise. If each 
Individual citizen does his or her share by tackling the particular pace of 
-work close to their hands, 1930 w'll prove one of Canada’s banner years. 

Let every workman take a little keener interest in his job, throw a bit 
•more energy into it, strive to perform somewhat better work, in a word, 
.give the best possible value in work for the wages received, and the effect 
will be starti ng. 

Let the farmer tackle his problem with renewed energy, and confidence 
will come. Every farm method improved, every vigorous onslaught on 
noxious weeds, every cow, pig or hen added to the farm, every little 
Vegetable garden planted, will make for profit, contentment and progress. 

New energy and enterprise by every merchant, the adoption of new and 
better methods, scrapping the old and obsolete and introducing someth ng 
new and better, will make for progress, greater turn-overs, larger profits. 

Let everybody work together for prosperity in 1930, and prosperity will

Dreamt can come true if ore has tlie persistency and 
" ability to strive tow aids that end. Henry Ford envisioned 
a world travelling on self propelled vehicles insterd of 
. horse-drawn. His dream he made come true. Marccni’t 
development of wireless telegraphy was a fore-runner of 
the radio, whereby sounds are picked up from the air and 
amplified. Many doubtless termed his ideas dreams. Pas¬ 
sengers being transported in comfortable air liners was a 
dream 25 years ago. 

These are but a few dreams made to come true. There 
are many others. The seemingly impossible has been ac 
complished many times. Yet as individuals we sometimes 
are discouraged and see blue ruin because the pie6ent is 
not running as smoothly as we would wish. The best waj 
3 in which to minimize difficulties of the present is to plai 
and work for greater achievements. Plan for something 
and follow it with a determination which will not be put 
aside by a trifling obstacle. It is mind that triumphs over 
matter, or material things. The mind can devise and plan 
wonderful things. It is supreme over all, and the reason 
•: we do not accomplish more is because we do not bulwark 
our faith and train our minds to treat obstacles as but 
stepping stones to success. 

H. G. McCrea, editor of the Hauna Herald, landed a 
“direct hit” in an editorial recently. Picking up a jar of 
, Alberta honey at breakfast, he noticed the label had been 
printed in the United States. The honey was among the 
3 articles listed by the Alberta Development Board as being 
worthy of purchase by Alberta people. But, he asks, with 
printing plants in Alberta capable of printing the .labels, 
why plaster the jars with American made labels? The en¬ 
tire campaign is weakened by such an instance as Editoi 
McCrea brings to public attention, and he is quite right in 
drawing attention to the inconsistency cf the producer of 
this particular brand. 

The same thing applies closer to home. Communities 
are built up by a spirit of loyally to home institutions. 
The local merchant uses every effort, and the local press 
throughout the province, to promote local community 
spirit and pride. How inconsistent then does it appeal 
when the local publisher occasionally sees printed niattei 
of a store or receives a bill for goods purchased which was 
printed outside of the province. 

The Pass towns display a more than ordinary liking 
for whist drives and dances. Work may be slack and 
money scarce, but usually a social gathering of this nature 
will attract sufficient to leave a margin of profit. Can one 
criticize the people for availing themselves of these avenues 
of enjoyment? Certainly not! When one considers that 
the money so derived goes back into the community, that 
the services which may be paid for transfer a few dollars to 
somebody who will in all probability be spending them in a 
local channel of trade, the community is no poorer finan¬ 
cially, while the people have gained some benefit from' 
healthy diversion and recreation. 

And a word here about the theatres. What a display 
the talkie* bring to people in the small towns. Life, good 
and bad, of the world, some of it imaginary and exaggera 
ted, is depicted. Some features do not meet with approval 
but in catering to so vast a market, it is impossible to satis¬ 
fy every taste all the time. But the benefits ot the talkies 
far outweigh the evils. Many convey a good lesson, and 
help to show the hollowness and superficialities of the 
“gay life” which so often young people crave for. A 
rigid censorship, irksome it may be, will see that producers 
do not overstep the mark in offending the finer senses of 
the public. 

On the other hand, many a heart has been lightened 
by a good production; our own weaknesses or careless 
habits have been shown up on the screen and pictures often 
serve to create renewed ambition. *J ake it from a general 
standpoint, the small town theatre patron lectives good 
value and a great deal of enjoyable recreation from the 
talkie*.

First Unit Of Plant At Bienfait, 
Saak., To Be Built This Year 

The first unit of the Canad &n 
Coal, Power and Briquetting Com¬ 
pany (Bienfait), wU be constructed 
during this year, according to Hon. 
H. H. Stevens, M.P., Vancouver. 

This first unit will cost $150,000 
for equipment alone while the cost 
of the holdings secured by the com¬ 
pany w U bring this total to more 
than $500,000. 

It is the intention of this company 
to manufacture briquettes, dry coal 
and power at their mine, which is 
located in the Souris field, five miles 
south of Bienfait. 

Steps are being taken at the pres¬ 
ent t me to secure a stub line from 
the mine to the main line of the 
C.P.R. Soo line. 

For the past year, E. V. Campion 
Weybum, president of the coal com¬ 
pany, has worked hard to interest 
Canadian financiers in the possibili¬ 
ties of the Southern Saskatchewan 
field. He has been successful and 
through his endeavors a new indus¬ 
try will be started n the provnice. 

Hon. Mr. Stevens aec'ared that he 
was acting on the advice of H. N. 
Freeman, consulting engineer, Van¬ 
couver. Mr. Fr.eeman had carefully 
inspected the field and had been im¬ 
pressed with the great possibilities. 
Wh le the original outlay in equip¬ 
ment will be modest in proportion to 
the possibilities of future develop¬ 
ment, Hon. M. Stevens declared that 
the success of the venture lay with 
the people of the Province.—Regina 
Leader.

The Canard Line Is Celebrating Its 
90th Anniversary Of Service 

What seasoned marnera consider 
to be a remarkable feat was the

plished in 4 days, 23 hours and 3 
minutes, at all ave-nge speed of 25.42 
knots.

Shortly afterwards he 
was distributor of Her Maiesty's 
mails in Canada, the United States, 
Newfoundland and Bermuda, wh ch 
he transported in his fleet of 10-gun 
brigs.
